Casualties to the Brethren on Nov. 5—Pros- 
pects of the Work and the War, 


Heights near Sebastopol, 
‘Nov. 25, 1854. 
Dear President— Your letter of the 
3rd instant came safe to hand, and was 
welcome, for our communication 
‘with the rest of our friends throughout 
the world is nearly cut off, partly by us 
having no proper opportunity of writing, 
and y a great number of 
letters that we send, and of those that are 
sent to us, are not carried to their desti- 
nation. 
I will now rel the maoner in which 
your letter came to hand. Two men of 


the 49th Regiment went four da on
